Crm»h Near Highland 


The 
accident, 
according 
to 


briefs submitted in the case, oc- 
curred near Highland in Ulster 
county, when a truck owned b 
the George A. Hamid Enterprises 
Inc., transporting the Waldorf 
and their bear, was struck by 
passenger bus owned by the Grey 
hound Company.

is the contention of th 


Waldorfs that the alleged in 
juries and "mental shock" re 
ceived by the bear has resulted in 


? the refusal of the bear to perform 


his portion of their boxing act 
They claimed that the accident oc 
curred through negligence on th 
part of the bus driver of the Cen 
tral Greyhound Lines. 


The company contends that th 


judgement of $5,135.66 in favo 
of Gustave Waldorf represents £ 
double recovery. 
It was furlhe 


argued by John H. Broderick, o 
Troy, attorney for the company 
that the complaint for recovery on 
the bear should be dismissed on 
the grounds that the damages wer 
not the proximate result of th 
alleged negligence on the part o 
their operator. The only physica 
injuries the bear received, it wa 
stated,, were three cuts on the 
head. 


Broderlck's' Contention 


Broderick further contends tha 


although the Waldorfs claimed tin 
bear was a very valuable anima 
no careful examination of thi 
bear's injuries was made by Willie 
until eight or ten days after the 
accident. For wrongful injuries to 
an animal, he argued, its owner 
may only recover the amount o." 
damages to which he shows him 
self entitled, and in this case the 
slight injuries do not warrant any 
claim for damages in any amount 


The Waldorfs came to the Unit- 


ed States from Europe in 1937 
having been contracted by the 
Hamid Enterprises Co. to appear 
in this country with the boxing 
tear.

Dicksons were the $2,187 robbery 
of the Corn Exchange Bank of 
Elkton, S. D., on August 25, 1938, 
and of the Northwest Security 
National Bank of Brookings, S. 
D., the following December 1 
where they got $17,592.

The chief German air line de- 


velopments arc in Brazil. The 
principal Italian lines arc in Ar- 
gentina. Where American owned 
or controlled lines have 13 sched- 
uled llights a week in or across 
Brazil, German owned or con- 
trolled lines have 38. American 
lines have six flights a week 
ichedulcd in and across Argen- 
tina. Italian and German lines 
have seven. 


Also in Bolivia 


Brazil and 
Argentina cover 


about two-thirds ot the geograph- 
ical area of South America. In 
the other countries, two United 
Stales lines tPan American and 
Pan 
American 
GraccJ 
furnish 


most of the air service. German 
lines, however, operate in Bolivia, 
Chile, Ecuador and Peru. Other 
companies in several of these 
countries use German planes. 


Within the lasl^ few months, 


the American lines in South 
America have encountered a rate 
cutting situation that is draining 
away passenger revenue. Begin- 
ning about the middle of last De- 
cember, German lines cut 
their 
rates by 25 per cent. 


United States government aid 


on American lines is limited 
to 
airmail pay. 


At present, a letter can travel 


from Buenos Aires to Germany 
one day quicker than it can to 
the United States. It can go 
from Rio De Janeiro to Germany 
two days quicker than to the 
United States. 


Some officials interested in the 


development of aviation in South. 
America speculate over the sig- 
nificance ot an air base ot a Ger- 
man owned line within 800 miles 
of the Panama Canal. They say 
that another German base is 
within the striking radius which 
would put Washington within the 
range of a modern bomber. They 
say the type of training that Ger- 
pany gives mechanics and airline 
employes equips them for propa- 
ganda work. They point to Ger- 
man and Italian populations in 
Brazil and Argentina. 


Other officials point out, on the 


other hand, that America ranks 
first by long odds in Brazilian 
commerce and second in Argen- 
tine .trade, with 
Great 
Britain 
first. They say a heavy percent- 
age of-the German and Italian 
population in these countries is 
not new population, but has been 
there for 75 years or longer, that 
its allegiance toward Brazil and 
Argentina is stronger than to the 
parent country. They say the 
commercial ties to North America 
would be hard to break.

Mayer Tops Salary 
Lists for 1937 as 
Locw's Executive 


Louis Mayer's §1,161,753 


Dwarfs Mrs. Itooscveh; 


Treasury Sends Long 


Report to Congress 


Washington, April 7 UP)—The 


biggest corporation salary paid in 
1937, congress learned today, was 
the §1,161,735 which Louis B. 
Mayer, the movie producer, drew 
as production executive of Locw's 
Inc. 


Compared with that sum, the 


$16,587 which Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt received as a columnist 
for United Feature Syndicate was 
a trifle. Her distant cousin, Kcr- 
mit Roosevelt, got 516,585—just 
52 less—as vice president of the 
United States Lines. 


The treasury gave congress—and 


the curious—a glimpse of the na- 
tion's big pay checks by sending 
to the capitol a,l,132-pagc report 
listing nearly 50,000 persons who 
were paid $15,000 or more by 
corporations. Congress has revis- 
ed the law requiring the report, 
and next year's list will be limited 
to salaries of $75,000 and up. 


Payments Mostly In 1937 


Most of the payments, which 


include not only salaries but also 
such 
other 


bonuses and 


compensation 
as 


commissions, were 


made in 1937. Since some firms 
operate- on a fiscal instead of a 
calendar year basis, some salaries 
were reported for 1936 and 1937. 


In some cases, too, the amounts 


listed do not represent net earn- 
ings because the recipients have to 
pay business expenses out of their 
compensation. 


Nor do they represent the net 


return to the individual, since they 
are subject to federal income taxes 
and in many cases state income 
taxes. Besides a normal income 
tax of four per cent, the federal 
surtax scale mounts to as high 
as 75 per cent on income in ex- 
cess of S5,000,000. 


The list showed that movie 


companies paid 40 of the 63 sal- 
aries of ?200,000 or more. Many 
stars got more than their bosses. 


Locw's Inc./gave the second big- 


gest sum, $651,123, to J. Robert 
Rubin, vice-president, and 
the 


fourth largest, $489,602, to N. M. 
Schenck, president. 


Another Big Slice 


Besides his huge salary from 


that company, Louis B. Mayer got 
another $134,750 as vice president 
of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Corpora- 
tion. 


Third on the list was Willian 


Randolph Hearst, the publisher, 
who received $500,000 in 1936 and 
again in 1937 as president and 
director of Hearst Consolidated 
Publications, Inc. 


The amusement field supplies 


three of the four salaries in the 
$400,000 class. Greta Garbo, the 
movie star, was paid $472,499 by 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, Maj. Ed- 
ward Bowes of radio renown re- 
ceived $427,817 as executive direc- 
tor of Edmar Enterprises, 
Inc., 


and N. M. Schenck $489,602 as 
president of Loew's Inc. 


Right behind them came Thomas 


J. Watson, president of the Inter- 


iCs«iaii»4 « Cin Mfttt

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INCREASING DIVORCE 


In New England, where marriages and 


divorces have been recorded since 1880, 
the 


records show that the average duration of 
marriages that end in divorce is seven years. 


The rise in number of divorces during the 


last 50 years was steady up to our entrance 
into the World War in 1917. 
After the war, 


in 1919, divorces suddenly increased extra- 
ordinarily. No single cause for this has been 
discovered. 


In part, the increase may be accounted for 


by the fact that many of the divorces had 
been considered before then but were post- 
poned until after the war. The war itself may 
have had a disturbing effect, in spurring 
many young couples to hasty and ill-con- 
sidered marriages which could not survive in 
the post-war years. Also, high war wages 
are thought to have made both marriage anc 
divorce possible to more people than usual. 


The next jump in the divorce trend oc 


curred in the prosperous years following 
1922. 
The third sharp increase appeared in 


1934. 
These may have been "poor men': 


divorces," the result of abandonment and 
non-support. 


There must be other underlying forces in 


the social structure which work toward in- 
creasing divorce. It is important to discover 
them and to check the trend.

DIEI IN TREATMENT OF ECZEMA 


UNSPOILED NATURAL BEAUTY 


Fortunately the conception is growing and 


will eventually be recognized by legislators 
and courts that the public has a stake in 
natural beauty and the reasonable regulation 
of anything that interferes with its proper 
enjoyment is not only permissible but de- 
sirable, declared Conservation Commissioner 
Osborne at a meeting of the National Life 
Conservation Society held Thursday in New 
.York city. 


Continuing, he said: "There is increasing 


recognition of the economic values in un- 
spoiled natural beauty. In an era when tour- 
ists can bring or deny to any state hundreds 
of millions of dollars of trade, it is a matter 
of material self-interest for a state like New 
York which has so much to offer the tourists 
to make itself physically as attractive as pos- 
sible. Some few individuals may suffez-. That 
always happens with the advent of any re- 
form great or small, but the state as a whole 
will benefit. 


"The 
signboard evil persists throughout 


the state in all its hideous grotesqueness 
We are still told that values created primarily 
by the taxpayers in the construction of state 
highways can be exploited for private benefit 
by the billboard companies—and never mind 
•the people's enjoyment of the beauty of our 
countryside. 


"We are told that there should not even 


be some moderate regulation of the bill- 
boards. Today you can't build a glue factory 
wherever you want .to; a bad smell is recog- 
nized as a public nuisance. You can't build 
a boiler factory wherever you want to; a bad 
noise is recognized as a public nuisance. But 
you can still, with impunity, blot out a lovely 
landscape with an optical atrocity." 


In the interests of the state's scenic beauty 


and the elimination of traffic hazards, the 
organizations which periodically have cam- 
paigned against the billboard should give 
wholehearted support to the Todd-Stagg bill 
designed to regulate the billboards of the 
state. 


The bill proposes to regulate the billboard 


business reasonably in the public interest. 
It would push all billboards fifty feet back ] fczcma arc remembered, tlic correction of these 
from the highway and limit the size of all 
which are within three hundred feet of the 
highway. It would also eliminate signs within 
five hundred feet of highway intersections. 


There would be reasonable exemptions and 


enforcement would be by a committee com- 
posed of five unbiased stale officials, which 
will have the power to make special regula- 
tions for scenic highways. Exemptions would 
include "for rent" signs, signs advertising 
business, and signs advertising produce for 
sale on farms. 


The measure would not cut down the num- 


ber of billboards, merely the location, and it 
would not discriminate against any com- 
modity using billboards for advertising pur- 
poses. It would not create a situation that 
will increase unemployment and it would not 
deprive fanners of revenue without giving 
them other advantages in return, and it 
should have no effect on the revenue of about 
ninety-eight per cent of the farm population. 


Just as there seems to be a tendency to tuber- 


culosis in some families, so there is a definite com- 
plex—eczema, hay fever, and asthma—in others.

WINNING NATIONAL FRIENDS

Fluids (water, tea, coffee, soft and hard drinks) 


should be reduced in quantity. Milk is allowed to 
some extent because it contains lime and also be- 
cause it is rich in protein which promotes tissue 
activity. 


Fat foods—butter, cream, fat meats, egg yolks, 


nuts—should be greatly reduced and also the starch 
foods—bread, potatoes, pastries, sugar. "Particu- 
larly to be avoided are sugar, jam. marmalade, 
honey, s\veets, pastries, rich cakes, puddings, soups, 
fats, pork, bacon, sausages, excess potatoes, strong 
coffee, tea, beer, and wines. 


Plenty of lean meat—because of its protein 


\aluc—should be eaten, liver at least three times a 
week, if possible, and plenty of salads, fruits and 
fresh vegetables. 


Insofar as the diet treatment of eczema is con- 


cerned then, lean meats, salads, Iruits, and vege- 
tables should be eaten freely. Fats, starches, liquids 
and table salt should be greatly reduced.

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UNSPOILED NATURAL BEAUTY 
Fortunately the conception is growing and 
will eventually br recognized by legislators 
and courts that the public has a stake in 
natural beauty and the reasonable regulation 
of anything that interferes with its proper 
enjoyment is not only permissible but de­ 
sirable, declared Conservation Commissioner 
Osborne at a meeting of the National Life 
Conservation Society held Thursday in New 
York city. 
Continuing, he said: “There is increasing 
recognition of the economic values in un­ 
spoiled natural beauty. In an era when tour­ 
ists can bring or deny to any state hundreds 
of millions of dollars of trade, it is a matter 
of material self-interest for a state like New 
York which has so much to offer the tourists 
to make itself physically as attractive as pos- | 
sible. Some few individuals may suffer. That 
always happens with the advent of any re­ 
form great or small, but the state as a whole 
will benefit. 
“The signboard evil persists throughout 
the state in all its hideous grotesqueness. 1 
We are still told that values created primarily | 
by the taxpayers in the construction of state ! 
highw ays can bo exploited for private benefit 
by the billboard companies—and never mind 
• the people’s enjoyment of the beauty of our 
countryside. 
“We are told that there should not even 
be some moderate regulation of the bill­ 
boards. Today you can’t build a glue factory 
wherever you want to; a bad smell is recog­ 
nized as a public nuisance. You can’t build 
a boiler factory wherever you want to; a bad 
noise is recognized as a public nuisance. But 
you can still, with impunity, blot out a lovely 
landscape with an optical atrocity.” 
In the interests of the state’s scenic beauty 
and the elimination of traffic hazards, the 
organizations which periodically have cam­ 
paigned against the billboard should give 
wholehearted support to the Todd-Stagg bill 
designed to regulate the billboards of the 
state. 
The bill proposes to regulate the billboard 
business reasonably in the public interest. 
It would push all billboards fifty feet back 
from the highway and limit the size of all 
which are within three hundred feet of the 
highway. It would also eliminate signs within 
five hundred feet of highway intersections. 
There would be reasonable exemptions and 
enforcement would be by a committee com­ 
posed of five unbiased state officials, which 
will have the power to make special regula­ 
tions for scenic highways. Exemptions would 
include “for rent” signs, signs advertising 
business, and signs advertising produce for 
sale on farms. 
The measure would not cut down the num* j 
her of billboards, merely the location, and it 
would not discriminate against any com­ 
modity using billboards for advertising pur­ 
poses. It would not create a situation that 
will increase unemployment and it would not j 
deprive farmers of revenue without giving 
them other advantages in return, and it 
should have no effect on the revenue of about 
ninctv-cight per cent of the farm population, j 


WINNING NATIONAL FRIENDS 
Wilfred J. Funk, American writer and 
publisher, recently returned from a South 
American trip, urges all citizens to study 
ways to improve mutual understanding be­ 
tween the United States and the republics ' 
farther south. He has ion suggestions to 
make, not all of which will w in everyone’s I 
approval, but which nil deserve thoughtful 
consideration. 
He regards our movies as such an impor­ 
tant aid to understanding that he would have 
them subsidized, it necessary, for distribu­ 
tion in Latin America. He would promote 
a great tourist movement in that direction, 
where “our people w ill discover a new and 
shining civilization." There should be more 
study of Spanish in schools and colleges, and 
frequent exchange of students and teachers. 
As a publisher, naturally, he sees the im­ 
portance of books to this cause. He recom­ 
mends that books about our country be ¡ 
translated into Spanish and Portuguese for I 
use in libraries down there, while more books 
about South America bo published and read 
here. 
It would be imdiuable to send technicians 


and other experts to South America to help 
develop “their fantastic resources.” 
The 
Good Neighbor policy should be continued, 
backed by unmistakable official and popular 
good will. Our business men should learn to 
supply South America with the things they 
want to buy, and should try to forget our 
high-pressure methods when dealing with 
them. Neither they nor we have anything 
the others want except friendship and trade. 
“We have the money and the wit," says 
Mr. Funk, “to win these lands away from 
Europe to ourselves.” I>et us do it, wisely, 
expertly and sincerely. 


INCREASING DIVORCE 
In New England, where marriages and 
divorces have been recorded since 1880, the 
records show that the a v erag e duration of 
marriages that end in divorce is seven years. 
The rise in number of divorces during the 
last 50 years was steady up to our entrance 
into the World War in 1917. After the war, 
in 1919, divorces suddenly increased extra­ 
ordinarily. No single cause for this has been 
discovered. 
In part, the increase may be accounted for 
by the fact that many of the divorces had 
been considered before then but were post­ 
poned until after the war. The war itself may 
have had a disturbing effect, in spurring 
many young couples to hasty and ill-con­ 
sidered marriages which could not survive in 
the post-war years. Also, high war wages 
are thought to have made both marriage and 
divorce possible to more people than usual. 
The next jump in the divorce trend oc­ 
curred in the prosperous years following 
1922. The third sharp increase appeared in 
1934. These may have been “poor men’s 
divorces,” the result of abandonment and 
non-support. 
There must be other underlying forces in 
the social structure which work toward in­ 
creasing divorce. It is important to discover 
them and to check the trend.

Very satisfactory results have been obtained in 
making the body cells or tissues of these individuals 
less sensitive to the various substances causing 
asthma and hay fever by injecting sm all quantities 
of these substances under the skin. F air results 
have been obtained also in the treatm ent of eczema 
by this method. 
In speaking of the treatm ent of eczema, the cure 
of which is often difficult, Dr. F. Hellier, in the Lan­ 
cet, states th a t if three ol the conditions found in 
eczema are remembered, the correction of these 
three conditions should bring about satisfactory re­ 
sults. These conditions arc: 
(a) a tendency to acidosis (the blood less alka­ 
line than it should be.) 
(b) the presence of too much sodium chloride 
(table salt) in blood and tissues, and 
(c) the presence of too much w ater in the skin. 
In the treatm ent, therefore, alkalies (except so­ 
dium chloride) should be given to counteract the 
acidosis, such as magnesium, calcium (lime), and 
potassium. 
Fluids (w ater, tea, coffee, soft and hard drinks) 
should be reduced in quantity. Milk is allowed to 
some extent because it contains lime and also be­ 
cause it is rich in protein which prom otes tissue 
activity. 
F at foods 
butter, cream, fat meats, egg yolks, 
n u ts-should be greatly reduced and also the starch 
foods-bread, potatoes, pastries, sugar. ‘‘Particu­ 
larly to be avoided arc sugar, jam, marmalade, 
honey, sweets, pastries, rich cakes, puddings, soups, 
fats, ’pork, bacon, sausages, excess potatoes, strong 
coffee, tea, beer, and wines. 
Plenty of lean ment -because of its protein 
value 
should he oaten, liver at least three times a 
week, if possible, and plenty of salads, fruits and 
fresh vegetables. 
Insofar as the diet treatm ent of eczema is con­ 
cerned then, lean meats, salads, fruits, and vege­ 
tables should be eaten freely.

This is the gentleman who hur- 
ried to Washington to protest 
that the American League for 
Peace and Democracy is a gen- 
uine American peace-loving and 
democratic 
organization.

thing he overlooked in Russia- 
destruction 
and

religion. One would expect from 
his position that his study of Rus- 
sia would center about the posi- 
tion of religion in that dictatorial 
land.

Plant herbs. 
A table fork will do nicely in 


place of a hoc. Try a water- 
glass instead of a hose. Of if

prongs three inches long to do 
your cultivating. 


Get a box to fit your window. 


A south window is preferred, but 
an east or west exposure will do.

You'll have better luck buying 


herb plants than trowing them 
from »eed. Beat tats come two 
to two and one-half inches tall. 
They're frequently MM in pott or 
paper container* about two inches 
across.

Four or five plants six 
inches apart is usually enough 
for one box. Many herbs crow 
eight to ten inches high and six 
to eight inches across.

conscription of troops an easier 
problem. 


Man students taught farmers bet- 


ter methods of production, so as to 
make China Itss dependent on im- 
ports from the outside, while women, 
students taught mothers sanitary 
measures, first aid and better meth-, 
ods of keeping care of the home. 


Most Students Are Liberals. 


Most of the students are liberal, 


some of them are Communist But 
only a few still fight for commu- 
nism as an end in itself. 


"Moit of ui regard Communism 


as only a part of the "Three Peoples' 
principles,' " one avowedly Hed stu- 
dent leader said, "and »s such it 
can only play a proportionate part 
in the development of our new 
China. Those who do believe in it 
do so because they regard it as the 
only effective means of helping the 
people." 


Several students pointed out that 


many young men and women have 
gone to the North to join the eighth 
route army, "because they believe 
in doing things and not just talking 
about •them." 


Most of the students show a cu- 


rious detachment when questioned 
concerning their attitude toward the 
Japanese people. Students from 
Peking, Tientsin, Tsinan and other 
occupied areas, who lost their homes 
and families during the Japanese 
advance, showed a hatred for the 
Japanese, and disavow any desire 
ever to have friendly relations with 
the Land of the Rising Sun.

Students Serve 
Army in China 


Groups Behind Linea Teach 
Soldiers and Spread 
Propaganda. 


CHUNGKING.—Chinese students 
who in the past have led antiforeign. 
antigovernment and pro-Socialist 
movements now are working in and 
behind the front lines, organizing, 
teaching and assisting wherever 
needed. 
It is not difficult to understand 
their creed. Propaganda, mass 
meetings, instructions from their 
leaders, all have tended to chan­ 
nelize their thinking. Their beliefs, 
as one student explained, are as 
follows: 
“One leader—the generalissimo, 
one creed—the ‘three principles’ of 
the Kuomintang; one organization— 
the Nationalist government; one 
purpose—to build upward and out­ 
ward, not inward and downward.” 
Most of the students are occupied 
with organization, dissemination of 
propaganda 
and 
reconstruction 
work. 
Some students left the 
schools and went to the front lines, 
where they became common sol­ 
diers. 
Teach at tbe Front. 
“Our commanders soon discov­ 
ered we had been educated, so they 
made us ‘front-line professors.’ ” 
one of the students said. 
“We 
trained the soldiers, taught them to 
read and write and made every ef­ 
fort to show them what they were 
fighting for. Some of us Joined the 
Red Cross and the medical aid units, 
but there again we found ourselves 
better fitted to educate the wounded 
soldiers.” 
Others were sent into the back 
provinces of China to teach the 
masses to read and write, and to 
instill them with patriotism which 
would bring heavier contributions to 
the various war funds and make 
conscription of troops an easier 
problem. 
Man students taught farmers bet­ 
ter methods of production, so as to 
make China less dependent on im­ 
ports from the outside, while women 
students taught mothers sanitary 
measures, first aid and better meth*. 
ods of keeping care of the home. 
Most Students Are Liberals. 
Most of the students are liberal, 
some of them are Communist. But 
only « few still fight for commu­ 
nism as an end in itself. 
“Most of us regard Communism 
as only a part of the ‘Three Peoples’ 
principles,’ ” one avowedly Red stu­ 
dent leader said, “and as such it 
can only play a proportionate part 
in the development of our new 
China. Those who do believe in it 
do so because they regard it as the 
only effective means of helping the 
people.” 
Several students pointed out that 
many young men and women have 
gone to the North to Join the eighth 
route army, "because they believe 
in doing things and not Just talking 
about them." 
Most of the students show a cu­ 
rious detachment when questioned 
concerning their attitude toward the 
Japanese people. Students from 
Peking, Tientsin. Tsinan and other 
occupied areas, who lost their homes 
and families during the Japanese 
advance, showed a hatred for the 
Japanese, and disavow any desire 
ever to have friendly relations with 
the Land of the Rising Sun.

— A dog 
pawing in the town dump recently 
unearthed ccntury-old records of the 
All Souls Unitarian church. The 
two leather-bound books, missing 
since 1926, contained data since the 
founding of the church in 1825. A 
substitute record had been com­ 
piled, but the list of members and 
other items could not be duplicated. 
Though the bindings were dam­ 
aged, the pages were still legible. 
The loss was discovered 13 years 
ago when a newly elected clerk was 
unable to find the histories.

To see it you go down to the 750- 
foot level and take an electric train 
which runs three miles out under 
the ocean.

On either side 
are flower beds.

But standing 
are countless edifices in France 
Italy. Germany. Spain, England, 
and eisewhcre that tell the glories 
of that golden age. 
It WuS about A. D. 1000 that archi­ 
tecture tnrougnout central and -west­ 
ern Europe enjoyed a spurned re­ 
juvenation 
The famous builders of 
that tim e began creating structures 
in a style based upon tne earlier 
Roman, but modified in various 
countries and region 
by nauona 
and local influence 
The sty]- thus 
developed came to be known a 
Romanesque tne term itself meai - 
mg a resemblance to tne Roman 
It incorporated in addition some of 
the best features of the mor» easter­ 
ly architectures, including tne Gre 
and tne Byzantine. 
For about a centurv and s half 
Romanesque architecture held sway 
in Europe 
Tnen it was almost com ­ 
pletely discarded in favor of the 
Gothic, althougn in modern times 
there has beer a revival of some 
cf its m ost pieasing feature:
